On 10-23>74, the court entered 
an order specif ying that the Government's motion shall be continued 
imtil the completion of certain discovery procedures. Specifically, 
the order stated UuU written inquiry should be made of the person 
or persons who initiate requests for electronic surveillance under 
Title m, Omnibus Crime Control and Safe Streets Act of 1968, 
and of Agents in the Washiagtoa Field Office (l¥FO) who conducted 
eiectroQic surveillaitce on or aboat 4-30-74. Defendants were to 
prepare the inquiries pursuant to g^delines suggested by the court 
jmd file same wtth the court. Jaquiites were subsequently drafted 
and furoisSied to Qie court. 

By memorandum liated S-18-75 this Divisicm advised 
you that on 2-24-75 the court entered an order allowing plaintiff 
to participate In the fcHriattlation of tte inquiries and that on 3-12-75 
the coort entered an order requiring the Government to submit to 
plaintiff an amended copy of their origiUial submission.
